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The total strength of the above-mentioned Groups is not known. 
The Zth Group, had a strength of 27 men with one Russian ser-= 
geant as instructor. ‘the Group possessed German sabotage equip- 
ment, such as mines, trytol tubes, nitroglycerine, vire cutters, 
in addition to two 47/32 guns, two German sub-machine guns, and 
a few U.S. Thompson sub-machine guns. 


General Mission of the "Juris"

The aim of the "Juris" Groups is to terrorize the population in 
Zone "A" with a view to organizing a future terrorist policy in 
areas which are predominantly Italian. This policy, when carried 
out, takes fhe form of sabotage of military installations, along 
ines of communication, pipe lines, etc. Specific missions are 
usually planned by OZNA or the Yugoslav Military Intelligence 
with which "Juris" maintains close liaison. according to source, 
the Zth Group was responsible for the incident at Ursina (Capo- 
retto) between United States and Yugoslav troops. 


5o The organization is run by Yugoslav officers and sore Russian 


officers. The members, who are completely without seruples and 
with no moral principles, include many former Fascist "Squadristi" , 
Personnel receive special training, and, in general, are drawn 
from the Proletarian Units. ‘hey wear uniforms in Zone "B" and 
civilian clothes in Zone "A", Badges of the parent unit are 
worn on the uniform.. Source revorted that the soldiers of the 
various groups wear dhanmer and sickle against a background of 
the Yugoslav national colors on thelr caps and on the left arma 
badge depicting a sword surrounded by a streak of lightning sur- 
mounted by an exploding mass. As a general rule, members of the 
"Juris" in Zone "A" are in possession of documents which are 
issued by the leaders of the regional Committee of National Libe.

Source also reports that soldiers often crossed the Line 
of demarcation in civilian clothes with false identity documents 
for sabotage missions in Zone "A", The most frequented area for 
the "Juris" and for OZNA agents was the Buttrio-S,Giovanni Al 
Natisone-Parra~Gorizia area, The leaders of this organization 
often go to Zone "A" and contact loeal political leaders. ALL

Orders and Meetings | 
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Source stated on 10 May 1946, a certain Yugoslav Captain 
Herzl, age about 30, who spoke good Italian reported to 
the 7th Group in Parenzo, His orders were to lead a natrel 
to the Morgan Line near Gargaro, where he was to meet ten 
met, and to whom he was to issue false documents, sabotage 
material, personal weapons and civilian clothes. These ten 
men were to perform sabotage in the Gerigia area. The patrol 
left on a captured U.S. Army 1/4 ton truck with Herzl. The 
telephone lines between Gorigia and Please, and betreen 
Gorizia and Aidussina were eabetaged at the end of May 1946 
and at the same time the water supply for ean American unit 
was diverted near Gorizia. 


In May 1946, the following typewritten order was found in the 
post box of some clergymen in Gorizia!

Another source has rerorted various facts which could be 
connected with the activity of the "Juris". ‘the Yugoslav 
military authorities in Zone "B" at Tribussa, Dol Ottelza, 
Zolla, Pocrai del Piro (Gorizia) and Casigliano di Sesana 
(Trieste) had formed in the past five mobile companies of 
suicide squads, total strength of which is unknown. These 
units were to attack troops and single Allied vehicles, 
sabotage roads, bridges, and other military targets. Mem- 
bers of these units were taken to departure points along 
the Morgan Line in trucks which awaited their return, ‘he 
officer commanding these troops was Zvetko Koler from Idria, 


.& Lt. in Tito's army. The only unit which has operated thus 


far was the one which attacked Allied vehicles along the Vale
